Notes for SOLOMON EVERIDGE: 
In order to bring some sort of educational system into the Eastern Kentucky 
backwoods Solomon Everidge went to Hazard to request Katherine Pettit and May 
Stone, the "quare fotched-on women from the level land" to found a school in the 
Troublesome Creek area. 


Solomon watched them quietly for hours before he introduced himself to the 
women saying "Women my name is Solomon Everidge. Some calls me the 
granddaddy of Troublesome. Since | was a little shirttail boy hoeing corn on the 
hillsides, I've looked up Troublesome and down Troublesome for someb'dy to 
come in and larn us sumpin. My chilehood pass and my manhood and now my 
head is abloomin' for the grave and still nobody hain't come. | groed up ignorant 
and mean. My offsprings wuss and my grands wusser and what my greats will be 
if something hain't done to stop the meanness of their maneuvers God only knows. 
When I heard the tale of you two women I walked the 22 miles across the ridges to 
search out the truth of it. | am now persuaded you are the ones | have looked for 
all my lifetime. Come over to Troublesome women and do for us what you are 
doing hyre." 


He was 80 years old when he made this barefoot, hatless journey.

Anticipation for the holiday season began for us when we received the Sears Christmas catalog. 

It was so exciting to look through the pages to see the toys and decorations they had featured for Christmas. 
Dad would set traps in the fall for minks and then skin them (something | would have been very upset about 
if had understood at the time what was going on), however, he mailed those skins to Sears with the order 
mother placed for our Christmas presents. Norma said that sometimes he would receive cash back with our 
Gifts. They also ordered a huge five pound Hershey bar, a huge candy cane that was about 16 inches long 
and about 3 inches wide, in addition to apples, oranges, tangerines, and assorted nuts. Mother would hide 
our gifts in the closet, under the beds, etc, but Betty was very good at finding them ahead of time. 


‘Aweek or two before Christmas dad would go out to the hillside and cut down a Christmas tree for us 
and put it ina bucket of water. He was always very concerned that the tree might catch fire from the larger 
size bulbs that were used at that time on the tree, so we couldn't keep the lights on for a very long period of 
time. Mother had two electric wreaths that she hung in our living room windows. She always put the nativity 
scene on the coffee table, or sometimes under the tree. 


On Christmas Eve, we had to go to our Aunt’s house or the outhouse (no kidding) to wait for Santa to come 
with our presents. We even sang Christmas Carols while waiting out there. | can only imagine what someone 
would have thought if they were going by our house at that time. 


Dad bought fireworks, sparklers, Roman Candles, etc.and would light them for us in the front yard after we 
had opened our presents. 


Christmas dinner was also very special with the fresh ham mother always baked, and the cookies, candy, ete 
that mother, Norma and Betty usually made. We loved the ham leftovers for sandwiches, and also the candy 
and cookies. 


Norma remembers one Christmas when mother had hidden a small child size broom, but apparently forgot 
about it. They later found it under a pillow on one of the beds. They were very excited to have found it and 
danced around with it in the room.

WHITESBURG, KY HISTORY 


The Christmas Raid 
22nd of December, 1862 


Morgan crossing the Cumberland River - The 
Christmas Raid In early December, direct from 
running interference for Gen. Bragg in Kentucky, 
Morgan and his Raiders were back in Murfreesboro 
Tn. As Bragg's army began to set up their tents, 
Morgan was planning to capture the Federal store 
house at Hartsville, Tn. Despite a contingent of 
2500 Federals standing guard, Morgan assured 
Bragg he could capture it on December 7th, as he 
did with the Federals putting up a determined 
resistance. In addition to 2000 prisoners, he captured 
several wagonloads of supplies. After the Hartsville 
raid, a special train arrived from Chattanooga ones 

with President Davis on board. Bragg's army was getting a presidential review and announcing promotions for 
John Morgan to brigadier general and Basil Duke to full colonel. After the promotion Morgan married Martha 
Ready on December 14th. Intelligence reports indicated that Gen. Rosecrans was rapidly stockpiling supplies at 
Nashville for a strong offensive, probably in early spring. His principal supply line was the railroad from Louisville 
to Nashville. The Confederate generals surmised that a raid back into Kentucky was in order to cut the supply 
line. The most likely spot was Muldraugh's Hill about 35-miles south of Louisville. 


With Bragg's blessings, Morgan set out for Alexandria, Th. This was his point to embark into Kentucky after 
assembling his men. The morning of December 22nd after his wife had left back for Murfreesboro under escort, 
he passed the word "Forward March!" to Basil Duke. The men marched smartly toward Kentucky to carry out 
"Morgan's Christmas Raid”. By nightfall on the 23rd, the raiders crossed into Monroe County near Tompkinsville. 
Cheer after cheer resounded through the ranks. Lt. McCreary wrote in his diary "tonight we are camped on the 
sacred soil of Kentucky, and it fills my heart with joy and pride". On Christmas eve they continued into the 
Bluegrass state through Glasgow, Cave City, Munfordville, Upton, & Elizabethtown to Muldraugh's Hill to their 
targets. They turned the Muldraugh trestles into ashes. Heading back to Tennessee, as they crossed the state 

line, even the Kentuckians in the raid were glad to be leaving their beloved state. On January Sth they arrived 

in Smithville, Tn. This was the official ending point of the Christmas Raid. Morgan took stock- they had been gone 
2 weeks, thrown a good scare into the Federals, the railroad was a wreck from Upton to Shepherdsville, nearly 
2000 prisoners and supplies were captured; among his men- 2 were killed, 24 wounded, and 64 was missing. 
Despite all the destruction and the agony exerted to achieve it, trains were again running by early February 1963. 


Local legend says that the town of Whitesburg received its name as a joke when some plats were suveyed 
‘on a snowy day late in 1842. 


The town is actually named after John Daugherty White, Member of Kentucky state legislature; U.S. 
Representative from Kentucky, 1875-77, 1881-85; and delegate to Republican National Convention from 
Kentucky, 1880.
